The Board of Education of the city 
of Paris met in regalar session at the 
public ssbool bnildins last night. The 
meeting was presided over by Presi- 
dent Clifton Arnsparger and the fol- 
lowing members of the Board were 
present: Messrs. Arnsparger. Laps- 
ley. RiOB, Reiiick and Clendenin. 

The most important matter to come 
before the board were complaints reg- 
istered against the suspension of 
Misses Edna Keller and Elsie Varden, 
who were denied admission to the 
school for the coming sessiun, for an 
alleged violation of thejrule in effect, 
of leavinK last vear before the term 
was coniDleted, and in view of the fact 
that each had received a grade 'of 
moer than 90 per cent, durmg the 
whole year, and were exempt from 
tests or examinations. 

The matter was laid before the 
board in each c^se, the first coming 
through ihe mother of Miss Keller, 
while the case of Miss Varden was 
fttated by Mr. Renick. the board de 
ferred action until all other business 
had been^transacted. when it went intu 
executive session after excluding from 
the meetng representative of the 
News, the only spectator. 

At the opening of the meeting the 
minutes of the last rtgolar meeting 
and that of the speeial meeting held 
on Ao :« 27. to| consider the inegalar 
itin in the ccnsoi report. The report 
of Saperintendent Cbaoman showed . a 
total enrollment at the school this sea 
eon of 651, of which 116 are in the 
High School. The committee on fi- 
nances made its rreoort and the usual 
number of bills were allowed. 

President Arnsparger stated 'ha had 
been in communication with State Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction 
Harksdale Hamlet who stated in effcel 
that he would be in Paris in the near 
future to look into the census reports 
as filed with him following the investi- 
gation conducted by two inspectors 
sent here from the department. 

A letter from the officials at Frank- 
fort was read to the board, which was 
to the effect that the guns now being 
used in the military department to- 
gether with the equipment were re- 
called, and a represcntativA of the 
Board will go to Fainkfort today in 
an effort to purchase tho anil fir ase 
in the Paris school. 

As the News closed its report the 
Board was still in executive session, 
having before it the two grievances, 
and had not reached a decision in 
either ease.

iUHMM. ODORS IM MILK. 

Simple Test Demonstrates tlie Value 

of Dairy Cleanliness. 
To find out how animal and stable 
odors get Into milk one may take two 
one pint glass fi*uit Jars, wash them 
perfectly '•lean, P-'Inst the rubber 
riujpi, srrew the covers down and tako 
them to the aubie at milking tlm^. 
While the air in the stable may seem 
to be moderately pure, it is probably 
not l>etter than the average in such 
buildings. As soon ss a cow has been 
milked the Jara may be filled two- 
thirds full of the warm milk, the cover 
of one screwed on tightly and the jar 
at once submerged in very cold run- 
ning water until thoroughly chilled, 
wlien it should be placed upon a sh^ 
until morning. The other jar slioirid 
be allowed to remain open on a sheif 
back of the cows until after supper, 
when it should be closed up for tbe 
night, writes & Van Allen in tlie Farm 
JoumaL 

In the morning shake both Jars, open 
and test for odor. No mistake in de- 
termining which one was left open 
need usually be made. In fact, you may 
call in an outsider who can detect the 
odor in the one without knowing tbe 
prerlous history. Tlie sample which 
was chilled may also have an odor, 
but nut an objectionable one. Each 
sample may then be poured Into a 
glass flask and slowly heated. As 
they warm up tlie opened <me will give 
off a noticeably offensive odor, which 
entirely dissappoars a little later. The 
other, or the chilled Jar, may show 
nothing offensive during the beating. 
In fact, it may give off a rather clean, 
pleaaing odor, such aa emanates from 
purs milk while being lieated. 

The deductions from this simple test 
are that the odor imparted by the cow 
to the milk while yet in the udder was 
not, at least, of such a nature or of 
suflicient quantity to demand aeration, 
hot liow about the milk which atanda 
open alMNit the bam fo^ some time 
and draws odors from without as well 
as from the cow? This simple test will 
tend to show any person how carefully 
milk should be handled at all times in 
order to arade tlia Imporities to which 
it toss

U. S. and Newtfiapert. 

Two important and far reaching pro- 
visions dealing with the circulation of 
newspapers, maRazines and other peri- 
cdicals and the scparatio n of legiti- 
mate editorials and other reading auit- 
ter from disguised advertisements are 
contained in the postoffice appropria 
ticn bill passed by Congress just belore 
adjournment. 

Under tho provisions of the act Uncle 
Sam will have possession of the circu- 
lation figures^of all publiestions except 
religious, fraternal, temperance and 
scientific publications, and each peri- 
odical is requirsd^to print .the figores, 
which must be sworn to, alter they 
have been submitted to the postoffice 
department 

It is further required that not later 
than April 1 and October 1 of each year 
the editor, publisher, business manager 
or owner of every publication in ques- 
tion must file a sworn statement set- 
ting forth the names and postoffice ad- 
dresses of the editor'and managing ed- 
itor, publisher, business managers and 
owners and the slockholders, if the 
publication be owned by a corporation. 

Tbe names of the bond, racrtgage 
and other seeority liolders aia also de« 
manded. 

Daily newspspers are required to fur- 
nish tiM average number of copies of 
each issue sold or distributed to paid 
subseribsrs daring the preceding six 

months. 

Any publication tailing to comply 
with the provisions set forth will be 
denied the privileges of the mail with- 
in ten days after notice by registered 
letter2of such failure. 

Relative to tbe designation of adver- 
tising matter contained in the edito- 
rial columns, the bill provides that the 
word "advertisement' shall be used 
with al! resding matier for which 
BMney or other valuable consideration 
is paid, accepted or promised. A fine 
ranging from $50 to |600 is provided 
for the violation of this provision.

A full report to disclose who is profit- 
ing from the jpresent high price yf coal 
is promlssd foip the House <^ Repre- 
sentatives by the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor in December. Secre- 
tary Nagel has designated Conmis- 
sioner Charles P. Neill of the Bureau 
of Labor to investigate in conformity 
with the resolution passed by the 
House shortly before adjournment. 

The principal object of the inquiry 
will be to determine liow much tbe 
cost of coal to the general consumer 
has been Increased as a result of *tfae 
recent strike in tbe antbarcite coal 
regions of Penasylvania, to which 
field the resolution Is specifically di- 
rected. 

In a consideration of tbe resolution 
originally introduced by Representa- 
tive Difenderfer, of Pennsylvania, it 
was said in the House committee that 
the antharcite operators had added 2i 
cents a ton to the retail price. 

In addition to learning how much 
tbe price of coal was increased. Com- 
missioner NeiU is expected . to ascer- 
tain why and how the cost was zsised. 

Another line of inquiry will be to de- 
termine how much and in what partic- 
ular the cokl miners were benefited 
b y tbe strik e agreeraent.^In support i 
of the resol ution "'oif^inquiiy , it was ar- 
gued that'the mlnenrreeelvedlltt1e*of 
the increase. 

Probably before tbe report has been 
compiled the Supreme Court of i tbe 
United States will have handed down 
its decision noiv^under consideration, 
as to the legal sltoatlon in tbe Pena- 
sylvania antharcite coal fields. These 
legal questions arise out of the suit 
brought by tbe government against an 
alleged illegal combination of railroads 
and railroad coal^^comDanies, which are 
charged with seeking to monopolize 
the coal trade in violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. 

Many points in the government's 
complaint originated in a former ■ 
strike settlement about ten years ago. 

It has been urged at times that even 
in that settlement "the interest of the 
nubile was sacrificed to tbe interests 
of organized cspital and of organized 
labor."

Artificial Tobacco. 

Artificial tobacco leaves are novp' 
made by a process Invented by a Ger- 
man chemist. Stems and ribs of to- 
bacco leaves, soaked in a solution of 
caustic soda or potash, are separated 
into fibers attd ground until a **smeary 
mass" Is obtained. This composition 
is fed into a paper mnkiTi.^: machine 
and converted into sheets, which pos- 
sess all the properties of natural to- 
bacco, and may be used in a similar 
manner to tbe natural product.

Has Pronounced the Death 

Sentence of the Pest. 

Esther Barstow Hammond, writing 
in the General Federation Bulletin, 
calls 4ttenti<« to ttie imminence of the 
fly menace, particularly In the small 
towns. "When the little posts begin 
to swarm about our doors so thick that 
no amount of shooing will keep them 
away, when a good dinner is spoiled 
for ns by the sight of a fly In the 
gravy, then we will bejrin to buy fly- 
paper and poison and traps and spend 
hours of each hot day swatting the 
little beasts and scolding the children 
for opening a door wide enough to 
squeeze through, ajnd we'll keep right 
on In the same old way until frost 
comes. We have done it for years, 
and we can go on doing it for years to 
come, and a thousand years from now 
there will be Just as many flies to swat 
as there are now, unless we change our 
methods. 

"When we were children we wore 
taught that the fly was a harmless lit- 
tle creature, 'nature's scavenger,' and, 
therefore, a friend to man. Even then 
we looked on bim with aversion when 
we found him swimming in our milk. 
But now that we know that his 'scav- 
enging' consists of collecting tilth and 
disease germs in our outhouses and de- 
positing them on our food, every man's 
hand is against him. Science has pro. 
nounced the death sentence upon him, 
and the only reason that his execution 
is delayed Ja because there are ao auuiy 
of him." 

The new "way is the way of preren- 
tion. Stables and refuse pOes. ont- 
houses and garbage cans are points of 
attack in the fly campaign. By mak- 
ing the bret'ding i)laces inhospitably 
clean and sanitary, more can be accom- 
plished in a day than in a seaaoa of 
swatting the fly after it has once oome 
into existence.

—John Crockett, of Sharpsburg, pur- 
chased last week from Bourbon far- 
mers 19 head of suckling mules for 
which he paid an aggregate sum of 
Sl&m or nearly $100 per haa«. 

—The Carlisle Advocate says: "Roy 
Smith claims ;.the honor oa fancy 
peaches for the season. He says he 
weighed 24 that tipped the scales at 17 
pounds. He says they were so large 
that it was impossible to pot them in 
a pint cup." 

— Mr. W. G. McClintock purchased 
yesterday from Mr. W. B. Woodford 
thirty-five head of export cattle which 
averaged sl460 pounds and for which 
he paiud 7 1-2 cents per pound. The 
cattle were in prime condition for ex- 
port and the sum involved in the pur- 
chase was $3,907.50. 

—The entire State is threatened 
with a milk famine on account ot the 
shortage of dairy cows. The cause of 
the shortage is that dealers and farm- 
ers are keening but a few cows on 
hand, because of the law requiring the 
tuberculin test for all dairy cows, and 
also said that the present high price 
of beef makes the value of cows 
greater for slaoghteiing pnrposea than 
for dairy use. 

-A writer »n the Stanford Journal 
is the first of the season to come out 
with a prediction as to the turkey 
crop. He says: "The turkey crop in 
Central Kentucky will be unusually 
light this season, and it is very easily 
seen to be growing smaller each year. 
Recent census reports compared with 
those of former decades, showing that 
uor holiday bird will soon be axtinet." 

—The Board of Regents of the East- 
ern Kentucky Normal 'School has 
closed a deal with Lem Whitaker by 
which the institution has bought his 
farm of 112 acres within three miles 
of Richmond and considered nne of 
t hCibest pieces of land in Madison 
county, tas the site of a training farm 
fur boys in connection with their other 
coaraes at the sdiool. The price paid 
waa aboot |167 an acre. 

—A report to the United Statee De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor from 
Consul Harry A. Conant, at Windsor, 
Ontariio, (Contains much interesting 
information regarding the culture of 
tobacco in that section of Canada. 
The growing of tobaeeo is fast t becom- 
ing an important Industry, ind is rap- 
idly proving a formidable rival to com, 
which formerly led m Essex eoonty. 
Many^farmers on Felee Island planted 
5 to 12 acres of tobacco last year as a 
measure of self protection, and had it 
not;been for this crop would hrve saff- 
ered financiallv owing to ^the excep- 
tionally dif weather. 

—Tobacco cutting and hoosing is en- 
gaging the Attention of Bonrboa grow- 
ers and will continoe to be the order of 
the day for several weeks to come, 
some of the late crop not (being ready 
to hsndle before the first of October. 
The weather has been ideal for the 
work not a rain having fallen 1o cause j 
delay and the hot sun being just what | 
is needed to ripen and mature the | 
weed. The quality of tobacco pro- 
duced in Bourbon this year is the finest j 
ever seen and the acreage will bring \ 
the total tu the annual average of nine j 
million pounds. Tobacco that has' 
been housed is curing rapidly and the ; 
stripping of many pearly crops will 
proceed in the next two weeks. 

—CARLISLE COURT —September j 
court at Carlisle was a busy one and a ' 
very large crowd was in town. It was j 
thought the crowd would be? 'small 'on ! 
account of tobacco cutting but this had j 
little effect. There were about 200 1 
mule and horse colts on the market but j 
not many sales were reported as there • 
was not much demand for them, 
known buyer.s seemed to be a little 
backward. Tlie price pai(i was from 
$45 to S75, with some few sales reach- 
in;; as high as $115. Charles Hamil- 
ton, of North Middletown, bought of 
Calvin Crouch an extra fine four year 
old combined horse at 200.

— The'cereal J crops of the ' country 
from present indications will reach the 
unprecedented total production of 133,- 
016,000 tons, according to tho statis- 
tics of the Government Agricultural 
Bureau. With rceord breaking crops 
of corn, spring wheat, oats. , barley, 
rye and buckwheat, the year's harvest 
will be 20.3 pre cent greater than ttie 
big year of.1910 aM l&Sgraater than 
that of 1909. 

Prospects for tho record breaking 
potato crop indicate it will be 89 per 
cent more than last year, when the 
crop was very short, 14 per cent more 
than in 1910 and 2 per cent more than 
in 1909 when the previous Irecord oro- 
duction was harvested.

SwaU Hay Unm rC- Horses. 

Dr. Alexander, professor of veteri- 
nary science at the Unlvwal^ of Wis- 
consin, gives the foOowing warning 
with respect to the ifisadteg 9i awalo 
or marsh hay: 

Beware of swale hay for horse feed- 
ing if it is seen to contain horsetail 
(EquJeetom palustre). At best much 
swale or maiah hay la vaitt for horse 
feeding and shodid be need fbr the 
packing of iron castings or crockery. 
Horses have small stomachs and need 
nutritious food in small quantities of- 
tML Swale hay is bullcy, woody, in- 
digestible and lacking In nutriment 
W^hen Infested with horsetail It is posi- 
tively poisonous. Recently, In a coun- 
ty of Wisconsin where much swale hay 
has been fed this sea.son, many horses 
bare died. They became partially 
craay, seemed to be drunk, staggered, 
weakened and In some caaea went 
down itaralyzed before death.. We 
found tbat horsetail was the cause, and 
the trouble has ceased since VaIh poi- 
sonous weed has been removed from 
the bay or other hay feed. In other 
cases of trouble, from fsedlag awale 
hay that had not had time to sweat or 
ripen in the mow or stack, animals 
also became partially crazy, but they 
did not die. The irritant in the hay 
waa soceessfuliy antidoted tiy giving 
a tahlespooofal of bkaiheeata «f soda 
twice dally la the fsed or drinking 
water. Thua ftr» however, no antl- 
dore has been fosDsd for herertsll pQi- 
sonlng.
